The CIA study " Brainwashing from a Psychological Viewpoint" 
which you forwarded to me is an extremely interesting work. I note 
that it is not final but is a report of progress to date, when 
the final report is printed, the Navy would very much appreciate 
an opportunity to study it. be also would appreciate receiving 
six more copies of the present study and an equal number of the 
final one if these could be provided. 

"Brainwashing" for purposes of extracting false "confessions" 
and for ideological conversion is a very serious threat. Our personnel, 
particularly aviators and members of air crews, may have to face 
this psychological weapon in the event of another war. Some imy 
even have to face it should they stray into, become lost, or be detained 
in Communist bloc countries in time of peace. Therefore, I am personally 
interested in all information available in this iield and certain 
members of my staff are trying to keep abreast of the results of all 
known research projects bearing on this problem. For this reason 
your thoughtfulness in sending me a copy of the CIA study is very 
much appreciated. 

If the Navy can be of help to you in connection with these 
investigations, be assured that we will make every effort to 
cooperate. 
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
